A Corn  of  Wheat 


| N THE  early  days  of  civilization  when 
■ coinage  was  still  in  its  infancy,  many 
of  the  primitive  coins  were  probably 
issued  by  merchants  with  their  personal 
guarantee,  or  struck  at  mints  belong- 
ing to  great  temples.  Elis  is  of  course 
the  outstanding  example  as  the  home 
of  "temple  coins,"  and  Professor  Selt- 
man's  work  on  its  superb  money  illus- 
trates the  marvelous  way  in  which  the 
Greeks  interwove  religion  with  art,  and 
combined  both  with  sound  financial 
profits.  At  the  temple  mints  the  types 
of  the  coins  were  naturally  portraits  of 
their  deities,  and  Zeus  and  Hera  reign 
supreme  at  Elis.  Throngs  of  people  were 
drawn  to  Elis  at  the  celebration  of  the 
Olympic  Games,  and  excavations  of 
modern  days  have  brought  up  many 
numismatic  treasures  from  the  sacred 
precincts.  On  the  smaller  coins  the  head 
of  the  god  might  be  replaced  by  a 
characteristic  symbol,  or  by  some  gift 
which  he  had  bestowed  upon  mankind. 
Zeus'  fulmen  or  thunderbolt  is  very 
decorative  on  coins  of  Elis;  the  priests 
of  Artemis  at  Ephesus  used  her  bee  to 


represent  their  virgin  goddess,  and  the 
olive  branch  is  everywhere  the  emblem 
of  Athene. 

Perhaps  the  best  beloved  of  all  gods 
and  goddesses  is  Demeter,  the  universal 
mother  and  giver  of  food  to  her  earth- 
born  children.  She  is  found  in  many 
lands  and  under  many  names,  but  for 
numismatic  purposes  we  may  seek 
Demeter  and  her  "type"  first  at  Eleusis, 
an  Attic  deme  dose  to  Athens,  where 
the  holiest  of  Greek  Mysteries  were 
held  in  her  honor.  The  tragic  story  of 
the  Mother  Goddess  is  well  known,  how 
her  maiden  daughter  Persephone  was 
stolen  from  her  in  Sicily  by  the  God  of 
the  Underworld;  sought  by  her  sorrow- 
ing mother  during  the  winter  months, 
the  child  rises  again  "from  darkness  and 
the  shadow  of  death"  to  a new  life  in 
the  springtime  of  the  year.  Annually, 
the  people  saw  this  mystery  repeated 
before  their  eyes  in  the  fields  of  golden 
grain;  and  doubtless  when  Death  en- 
tered their  homes  they  prayed  to  the 
gods  for  a repetition  of  the  miracle. 

Demeter's  emblem  is  the  ear  of  corn, 
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or  even  a single  grain,  typifying  her 
great  blessing  to  mankind,  and  orig- 
inally bestowed  upon  Triptolemus,  the 
infant  whom  she  nursed  and  cared  for 
during  the  weary  pilgrimage  of  search 
for  her  own  lost  child.  In  the  tiny 
museum  at  Eleusis,  built  on  the  cliff 
above  the  temple  ruins,  is  a copy  of 
the  marble  bas-relief  which  forms  one 
of  the  chief  treasures  at  the  Athenian 
Museum;  it  represents  Demeter  and 
Persephone  giving  the  stalks  of  grain 
to  the  youthful  Triptolemus  in  order  that 
he  may  go  out  and  distribute  it  to  all 
the  world.  Another  reproduction  of  this 
bas-relief  may  be  seen  at  the  Metro- 
politan Museum  of  Art  in  New  York. 

The  final  revelation  in  the  Great 
Mysteries  of  Eleusis  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  exhibition  of  the  simple  ear 
of  corn — simple  as  all  truly  great  em- 
blems are,  representing  the  highest 
truths  which  are  ever  mysterious.  In 
St.  John's  gospel  it  is  told  how  certain 


Greeks  came  to  Jerusalem  seeking  for 
Christ  and  anxious  to  hear  his  doctrine, 
and  how  the  Master  told  them  "Except 
a corn  of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground 
and  die,  it  abideth  alone;  but  if  it  die, 
it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit."  To  those 
keen  Greek  intellects  the  parallel  of 
thought  to  their  own  sacred  Mystery 
must  have  been  most  illuminative  and 
appealing. 

The  coins  of  Eleusis  were  issued  dur- 
ing a brief  period  of  about  seventeen 
years  (cir.  339-322  B.C.)  by  permission 
of  Athens,  a jealous  mistress  who  did 
not  grant  such  a favor  to  any  other 
Attic  deme.  Probably  this  special  priv- 
ilege was  due  to  the  sanctity  of  Eleusis. 
and  also  in  a practical  way  recognizing 
the  need  for  a local  currency  to  be  used 
at  the  festivals.  The  coins  are  all  of 
bronze,  "small  change,"  and  although 
Demeter's  and  Persephones'  heads  are 
frequently  used  as  types,  Triptolemus 
usually  takes  the  post  of  honor.  His 
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small  figure  is  either  seated  or  stand- 
ing in  a winged  chariot  which  should 
be  drawn  by  serpents,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  distinguish  them  on  the  small  surface 
of  the  die.  (Owing  to  the  dark  hue  of 
the  bronze  it  is  impossible  to  obtain 
satisfactory  photographs  of  the  coins, 
and  these  illustrations  are  taken  from 
casts  (#1,  #2).  The  corn  motif  appears 
on  the  accompanying  die  as  a decora- 
tive wreath  encircling  a pig,  that  earth- 
loving  beast  which  was  freguently  used 
in  the  sacrifices  at  Eleusis. 

In  order  to  find  the  grain  used  as  an 
important  type  and  shown  with  skill  and 
beauty,  it  is  necessary  to  cross  to  Italy, 
Magna  Graecia  of  the  Old  World,  and 
there  at  Metapontum  it  is  the  constant 
type  upon  all  of  the  coins,  from  the 
early  incuse  pieces  (#3)  down  to  the 
latest  staters  (#4).  The  ear  of  barley 
with  its  stiff  spines  or  awns,  encircled 
by  a pearl  border,  decorated  occasion- 
ally in  the  field  by  an  appropriate  sym- 
bol such  as  a grasshopper,  mouse,  plow 
or  bird,  and  also  bearing  the  letters 
META,  forms  a design  which  is  well 
planned,  characteristic,  and  in  every 
way  pleasing.  The  early  coins  are  the 
large,  thin  incuse  pieces,  but  in  later 
times — after  470  B.C.  the  coins  are  of 
ordinary  thickness,  and  on  the  obverse 
appears  a most  charming  female  pro- 
file, sometimes  the  veiled  head  of  Dem- 
eter (#5),  more  often  the  maiden  Per- 
sephone with  barley  ears  entwined  in 
her  hair  (#6).  Even  the  smaller  denom- 
inations have  the  complete  ear  of  grain 
as  a rule,  but  on  one  stater  a rare 
variety  is  found  having  five  grains  of 
barley  arranged  in  a star  pattern. 

Metapontum  may  claim  the  barley 
ear  as  its  own  complete  type,  but  the 
single  grains  and  occasionally  the  ear 
were  used  as  symbols  on  coins  of  other 
mints.  At  Leontini,  in  Sicily,  the  fierce 
lion's  head  is  surrounded  by  four  barley 
corns  or  grains  of  wheat  (#7),  but  the 
obverse  or  principal  type  is  the  head 
of  Apollo  (#8),  and  therefore  the  grain 
may  refer  to  the  God  of  Sunshine  and 
the  protector  of  harvests.  The  bronze 
coins  of  Enna,  in  the  heart  of  Sicily, 


bear  the  likenesses  of  Demeter  or  of 
Triptolemus  - — sadly  appropriate  here, 
for  it  was  in  the  fields  of  Enna  that 
Persephone  gathered  her  flowers  and 
was  in  turn  gathered  away  from  the 
light  of  day  (#9,  #10). 

At  Syracuse  the  most  beautiful  of  all 
Greek  coins  were  struck  from  dies  made 
by  famous  artists,  and  the  exquisite 
maiden  on  the  obverse  is  undeniably  the 
nymph  Arethusa,  encircled  by  the  dol- 
phins of  the  harbor  where  her  fresh- 
water spring  rises.  But  at  the  time  of 
Agathocles  (300  B.C.)  the  dolphins  have 
swum  off  the  flan,  the  wavy  locks  of  the 
erstwhile  nymph  are  wreathed  by  grain, 
and  she  is  changed  to  Kore  (Maiden] 
(#!!)• 

The  corn  grain  and  the  complete  ear 
are  used  as  symbols  at  many  other 
mints  but  only  as  an  occasional  adjunct, 
and  the  one  remaining  place  where  the 
coin  seems  to  be  a consistent  type  is  at 
Orchomenus  in  Boeotia,  near  Thebes. 
On  its  early  coins,  tiny  obols  and  smaller 
fractional  pieces,  are  sprouting  grains 
of  corn,  one,  two  or  three  in  number 
(#12,  #13),  and  on  the  minute  hemi- 
obols  the  half-grain  tells  the  value 
(#14,  #15).  The  same  arrangement  con- 
tinues at  a later  date  when  a corn 
wreath  or  an  ear  of  corn  is  used  beside 
the  horse  which  has  replaced  the  primi- 
tive incuse-square  punch.

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Notes  on  the  Transportation  Companies 
That  Have  Issued  Paper  Money

The  Central  Railroad  and  Banking 
Company  of  Georgia 

This  Company  is  the  result  of  a con- 
solidation on  December  1st,  1872  of  the 
Central  Railroad  Co.  (chartered  in  1835 
and  completed  in  1843),  and  the  Macon 
and  Western  Railroad  Company  (char- 
tered in  1833  and  completed  in  1846). 

The  road  extended  from  Savannah, 
Ga.,  to  Atlanta,  Ga.,  a distance  of  295 
miles,  with  a branch  from  Gordon  to 
Milledgeville,  a distance  of  17  miles, 
and  together  with  leased  lines  operated 
a grand  total  mileage  of  714  miles. 
The  branch  line  from  Gordon  to  Mil- 
iedgevi lie  was  originally  the  Milledge- 
ville and  Gordon  Railroad  chartered  in 
1837  and  opened  to  traffic  in  1852,  now 
part  of  Cent,  of  Georgia. 

The  Central  Railroad  and  B kg . Co. 
owned  large  interests  in  connecting  lines 
and  in  the  Ocean  Steamship  Line  of 
Savannah.  In  1891  the  railroad  lines 
then  totaling  over  2,000  miles  of  track 
and  the  steamship  lines  (but  not  the 
banking  business)  were  leased  to  the 
Georgia  Pacific  Ry.  Co.  for  99  years, 
and  were  operated  for  that  company  by 
the  Richmond  & Danville  R.R.  Co.,  now 
part  of  the  Southern  Ry.  System.  The 
properties  were  placed  in  the  hands  of 
a Receiver  in  1892,  and  on  Oct.  17th, 
1895  the  Central  of  Georgia  Railway 
Co.  was  chartered  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Georgia  and  took  over  the 
properties  and  franchises  of  the  Central 
Railroad  and  Banking  Co. 

Th  is  latter  road  is  still  operating. 

The  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  and  Texas 
Railroad  Company 

This  Company  was  chartered  in  1853 
and  opened  for  traffic  in  1861.  The 
original  line  was  to  run  from  Delta,  La. 
(opposite  Vicksburg),  to  State  Line  of 
Texas,  a distance  of  190  miles.  How- 
ever, actual  operations  covered  a dis- 
tance of  only  73  miles — from  Delta  to 
Monroe,  La. 

This  Company  was  later  reorganized 
under  the  name  of  the  North  Louisiana 


and  Texas  Railroad.  During  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion  the  line  and  part  of  the 
rolling  stock  of  this  company  was 
destroyed. 

In  1870  the  line  was  reopened.  In 
the  year  1879  it  was  sold  under  fore- 
closure and  reorganized  under  the  name 
of  the  Vicksburg,  Shreveport  and  Pacific 
Railroad  under  date  of  Dec.  2nd. 

On  May  1st,  ! 89 1 the  properties  (ex- 
ception United  States  Land  Grant 
Lands)  were  taken  over  by  the  Vicks- 
burg, Shreveport  and  Pacific  Railway 
Co.  (chartered  April  24,  1901  (note  dif- 
ference V.S.  & P.R.R.  Co.,  to  V.S.  & P. 
Ry.  Co.),  by  purchase  under  foreclosure. 

I he  latter  road  is  controlled  through 
stock  ownership  by  the  Alabama,  New 
Orleans,  Texas  and  Pacific  Junction  Ry. 
Co.,  a part  of  the  Queen  & Crescent 
System,  in  turn  controlled  by  Sterling 
Co.,  Ltd.,  of  London.  In  Nov.  1924 
the  Sterling  Company  disposed  of  its 
holdings  in  this  Company  thru  public 
sale.  On  June  2nd,  1926  the  properties 
were  leased  to  the  Yazoo  & Mississippi 
Valley  R.R.  until  2285.  This  road  is 
controlled  by  the  Illinois  Central. 

The  Southern  Railroad  Company 

This  Company  (an  earlier  one  than 
the  present  line  operating  under  a simi- 
lar name)  was  chartered  in  1837,  and 
together  with  the  Vicksburg  & Jackson 
Railroad  Co.  (chartered  in  1835)  was 
consolidated  under  the  name  of  Vicks- 
burg & Meridian  Railroad  Co.  The  line 
of  road  ran  from  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  to 
Meridian,  Miss.,  a distance  of  140  miles. 
It  was  completed  to  the  latter  point  in 
I860. 

This  Company  received  under  act  of 
Congress  of  August  II,  1856  a land 
grant  of  approximately  404,800  acres. 

The  Vicksburg  & Meridian  Railroad 
Co.  was  sold  under  foreclosure  Feb.  4, 
1889  and  reorganized  under  the  name  of 
Alabama  and  Vicksburg  Railway  Co., 
chartered  Mar.  4,  1889.  This  latter 

company  is  controlled  by  the  Alabama, 
New  Orleans,  Texas  and  Pacific  Junction 
Ry.  Co.

Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial  Half  Dollar 


Half  Dollar,  1923.  Obverse:  Acco- 
lated  busts  of  Presidents  James 
Monroe  and  John  Quincy  Adams: 
below,  MONROE  (two  links)  ADAMS' 
at  top,  around  border,  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA:  in  field,  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST;  in  lower  right  field, 
1923;  at  bottom,  HALF  DOLLAR. 
Reverse:  Two  figures  representing 
North  and  South  America,  in  posi- 
tions suggesting  a map  of  the  two 
continents,  the  former  offering  an 
olive  branch  of  peace  to  the  latter, 
who  is  carrying  a cornucopia;  in  the 
field  on  both  sides  the  ocean  cur- 
rents are  delicately  traced;  lower  left

Most 
of  these  coins  went  into  circulation  at 
face  value. 

This  commemorative  half-dollar  was 
issued  in  connection  with  the  one  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  the  promulgation 
of  the  Monroe  Doctrine  at  a celebration 
held  at  Los  Angeles,  California,  during 
June  1923.  The  issue  is  unusual  in  sev- 
eral respects.  It  is  the  only  United 


States  coin  to  commemorate  a law  regu- 
lating our  foreign  policy.  It  was  spon- 
sored by  the  motion  picture  industry  of 
California,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale 
of  the  coins  being  used  in  the  produc- 
tion of  educational  films.  The  letter- 
head used  by  the  commission  in  charge 
of  distributing  the  coins,  read  as  follows: 

"Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial.  First 
Annual  American  Historical  Revue  and 
Motion  Picture  Industry  Exposition, 
Commemorating  the  One  Hundredth 
Anniversary  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine, 
June  I,  1823,  to  June  30,  1923.  Under 
the  Direction  and  Supervision  of  the 
Motion  Picture  Industry." 

The  Monroe  Doctrine,  while  having 
no  legal  standing,  has  been  upheld  by 
the  United  States  and  respected  by 
foreign  governments  for  almost  a cen- 
tury. The  principles  outlined  by  Secre- 
tary Adams  and  expressed  by  President 
Monroe,  were  three;  that  the  United 
States  could  not  view  any  interference 
Wl  th  governments  of  Central  and  South 
America,  "for  the  purpose  of  oppress- 
ing them  or  in  any  other  manner  con- 
trolling their  destiny,  by  a European 
power,  in  any  other  light  than  as  the 
manifestation  of  an  unfriendly  dispo- 
sition toward  the  United  States."  That 
the  United  States  would  regard  further 
colonization  of  American  territory  by 
any  European  power  as  "dangerous  to 
our  peace  and  safety",  and  that  the 
policy  of  the  United  States  was  not  to 
interfere  with  the  internal  concerns  of 
European  powers,  but  to  cultivate 
friendly  relations  with  them.  Later  in- 
terpretations have  put  upon  the  United 
State  occasional  supervisory  duties 
over  Central  American  and  South 
American  countries  so  that  European 
powers  would  have  no  reasonable  cause 
to  intervene. 
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The  Faked  Star  on  the  Grant  Half  Dollar

account  of  the  high  price  that 
the  Grant  Memorial  half-dollars 
wi  th  star  se  I Is  for,  especially  in  recent 
years,  advantage  has  been  taken  of 
converting  the  ordinary  variety  without 
the  star  into  one  with  the  star  by  the 
simple  process  of  stamping  a small  star 
into  the  field  with  a punch.  As  appar- 
ently the  only  difference  between  the 
two  varieties  is  a star,  many  collectors 
have  been  victimized.  A number  of 
unscrupulous  persons  have  evidently 
been  engaged  in  this  faking  as  several 
punches  have  been  noticed.  Some  of 
the  punches  used  have  been  so  well 
done  that  even  careful  examination 
would  not  always  determine  good  from 
bad  if  the  star  alone  was  the  sole 
criterion.  Fortunately  the  determina- 
tion of  genuineness  does  not  rest  with 
the  star  as  the  piece  with  the  star  has 
a number  of  marks  of  positive  identifica- 
tion that  are  absent  on  the  more  com- 
mon variety  without  the  star. 

Before  describing  these  points  of 
difference  a brief  history  of  the  strik- 
ing of  these  pieces  will  clarify  the  whole 
subject  on  how  to  determine  positively 
the  fake  from  the  genuine. 

The  piece  with  the  star  shows  it  de- 
pressed in  the  field  between  the  bottom 
of  the  last  stroke  of  the  A in  AMERICA 
and  the  N of  GRANT.  This  was  not 
punched  in  the  coin  after  striking  as 
would  be  the  natural  supposition,  but 
was  in  the  original  die  and  consequently 
was  a part  of  the  finished  coin  when 
struck.  These  pieces  were  struck  first 
and  when  5,000  were  struck  off,  (750 
later  melted),  and  the  star  was  polished 
off  the  dies,  the  regular  or  starless 
pieces  were  then  struck.  The  star  itself 


has  blunt  points  and  is  not  absolutely 
regular  in  its  outline,  the  lower  right 

hand  point  being  a trifle  blunter  and 
shorter.  The  field  of  the  star  is  not 

absolutely  flat,  a crease  or  slight  ridge 
in  the  background  crossed  the  base  of 
this  lower  right  hand  point  and  a small 
raised  dot  shows  at  the  intersection  of 
the  two  left  hand  points. 

However,  the  real  differences  are  in 
the  background  of  the  coin.  The 
model  for  this  coin,  as  with  most  coin 

designs  of  the  present  day,  was  made 

by  a sculptor  in  large  size,  that  is  a 
number  of  inches  across,  in  some  plastic 
medium.  A cast  is  made  from  this  and 
then  is  brought  down  to  the  size  of  the 
coin  mechanically  on  a reducing 
machine.  Consequently  any  small  im- 
perfections or  unevenness  in  the  back- 
ground would  tend  to  show  in  the 
finished  product.  This  is  exactly  what 
happened.  When  the  star  was  polished 
off  certain  little  defects  in  the  back- 
ground were  removed  at  the  same  time 
and  the  starless  pieces  have  therefore  a 
slightly  smoother  field  than  the  star 
pieces.  Most  of  these  imperfections 
can  be  seen  without  the  aid  of  a glass, 
but  it  is  better  to  use  a magnifier.  The 
location  of  the  points  to  look  for  are 
indicated  in  black  on  the  photograph 
and  are  not  found  on  the  regular 
variety. 

The  background  between  the  tip  of 
the  nose  and  beard  is  slightly  raised,  a 
raised  flaw  extends  from  point  of  chin 
to  G of  GRANT,  an  irregular  patch 
runs  from  the  necktie  outwards.  In  the 
field  between  I of  UNITED  and  back  of 
head  two  or  three  raised  flaws  in  the 
field  and  between  I of  AMERICA  and 
eyebrow  is  a small  triangular  flaw,  these 
last  two  are  very  faint.  There  is  also 
a wavy  line  or  ridge  running  through 
the  top  of  the  letters  HALF  DO  at  the 
bottom  and  a dot  in  the  D.  None  of 
these  blemishes  show  on  the  regular 
pieces  and  show  only  on  the  star  pieces, 
therefore  if  you  can  detect  these  faults 
you  can  rest  assured  you  have  a genuine 
Grant  half-dollar  with  star. 
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Roman  Architecture;  as  Depicted  on  the 

Imperial  Coinage

OME  THE  MAGNIFICENT!  What  a 
1 spectacle  it  must  have  presented  to 
the  visitor  in  the  days  of  Constantine 
the  Great, — an  emperor  who  was  so 
shortly  to  abandon  the  metropolis  to  its 
tragic  fate. 

Augustus,  the  first  of  the  "Caesars", 
made  the  proud  boast  tha+  "he  had 
found  a city  of  brick  and  left  a city  of 
marble".  Succeeding  emperors  em- 
bellished Rome  (not  only  the  capital, 
but  the  entire  empire)  with  fora,  public 
baths,  statuary,  etc.,  in  great  profusion 
during  this  300  year  period  of  tremend- 
ous building  activity. 

The  temples  of  public  worship,  the 
basilicas  or  law-courts,  triumphal  arches 
of  victorious  and  oft-times  vainglorious 
emperors,  splendid  theatres  and  aque- 
ducts erected  by  the  consuls  and 
wealthy  public-spirited  citizens  of 
Rome,  as  well  as  the  arena  (where 
saints  and  sinners  alike  met  a gory 
death);  all  provide  us  with  visual  evi- 
dence of  the  grandeur  of  the  age  and 
give  us  an  insight  into  the  character  of 
the  people  such  as  could  be  gained  in 
no  other  way. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  phases 
of  Roman  numismatics  deals  with  the 
attribution  of,  and  the  story  behind, 
these  great  public  works;  as  portrayed 
on  the  coinage. 

We  must  sub-divide  our  classification 
under  4 general  headings: — 

(1)  Existing  structures.  (Substan- 
tially intact.) 

(2)  Public  works  of  which  fragmen- 
tary portions  only  remain. 

(3)  Buildings  and  monuments  men- 
tioned by  ancient  authorities;  the 
appearance  of  which  is  now  known 
solely  by  their  portrayal  on  coins,  bas- 
reliefs,  etc. 


(4)  Non-attributable  or  symbolical 
representations  of  temples,  altars, 
etc. 

As  may  readily  be  understood  from 
the  foregoing  summary,  the  interpreta- 
tion of  some  of  the  types  falling  in  the 
last  3 categories  are  still  in  question  by 
scholars  and  numismatists,  due  to  lack 
of  source  material  or  adequate  remains 
for  study  purposes.  It  is  proposed  here 
to  illustrate  only  examples  of  edifices, 
the  identity  of  which  is  pretty  definitely 
established.  (Except  class  4). 

The  following  specimens  belong  to 
class  (I): — 


The  Colosseum 


Commenced  in  77  A.D.  by  Vespasian 
and  completed  in  80  A.D.  by  Titus,  the 
Flavian  amphitheatre  or  "Colosseum 
was  erected  to  house  one  of  the  least 
creditable  of  Roman  institutions; 
namely,  the  gladitorial  combats  and 
wild  animal  hunts,  apparently  so  neces- 
sary to  appease  the  novelty-seeking  and 
blood-thirsty  city  mob. 

The  custom  of  exhibiting  pairs  of 
armed  men  in  deadly  combat  originated 
in  republican  times  as  a mark  of  respect 
to  a deceased  Roman  of  high  lineage 
during  the  "funeral  games".  It  was 
deemed  a sort  of  blood  sacrifice  in  his 
honor.  These  early  affrays  were  gen- 
erally held  in  the  Forum. 
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THE  COLOSSEUM

As  Rome  expanded  in  wealth  and 
power  the  taste  for  these  shows  also 
grew,  and,  losing  their  original  signifi- 
cance, they  assumed  more  and  more 
the  nature  of  public  exhibitions.  First 
presented  under  the  auspices  of  repub- 
lican officials,  the  emperors  found  it 
highly  expedient  to  continue  them,  if 
for  political  reasons  only. 

Apologists  have  attempted  to  excuse 
these  contests  on  the  grounds  that  they 
fostered  bravery  and  bolstered  the 
fighting  morale  of  the  troops,  a very 
important  consideration  in  an  essentially 
warlike  nation. 

Spectacles  of  this  nature  were  un- 
known to  the  more  refined  ancient 
Greeks;  so  the  Roman  architects  were 
forced  to  design  a structure  specifically 
for  this  purpose  in  order  to  accommo- 
date the  ever-increasing  populace.  This 
they  very  ingeniously  accomplished  by 
joining  2 semi-circular  theatres  face  to 
face;  leaving  an  open  space,  the  arena, 
*n  the  center. 


The  first  permanent  stone  amphi- 
theatre was  errected  by  Statilius  Taurus 
(30  B.C.)  in  the  Campus  Martius;  but 
additional  facilities  were  soon  deemed 
necessary,  leading  to  the  construction 
of  the  famous  "Flavian"  amphitheatre. 

Built  of  a very  durable  material — 
travertine — the  Colosseum  was  intended 
to  last  through  the  ages, — which  indeed 
it  has  (Fig.  I). 

The  facade  rises  in  3 arcaded  stories, 
flanked  with  ornamental  columns  of  the 
main  architectural  orders;  Doric,  Ionic, 
and  Corinthian,  respectively.  We  note 
(Fig.  2)  that  the  apertures  in  the  upper 
2 tiers  were  originally  occupied  by 
marble  statues,  none  of  which  are  in 
position  at  the  present  time — making 
very  evident  the  contribution  of  Roman 
numismatics  to  archeology.  Superim- 
posed on  these  arcades  is  a blank  wall 
or  attic  , in  which  Corinthian  pilasters 
are  imbedded,  and  which  served  as  a 
support  for  the  masts  and  awning  used 
to  protect  the  spectators  against  sun 
or  rain. 
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The  arena  is  oval  or  eliptical  in  shape; 
as  is  the  entire  building, — probably  to 
furnish  a more  suitable  space  for  the 
conflicts  between  armed  bands  of  gladi- 
ators and  a better  view  for  the  on- 
lookers. Provisions  were  made  for  flood- 
ing this  area  to  enact  miniature  naval 
battles  and  sylvan  scenes  were  repro- 
duced to  give  an  authentic  background 
for  the  wild-beast  hunts.  Beneath,  are 
the  dens  for  lions  and  tigers;  and  near- 
by, were  located  the  famous  gladiiorial 
schools,  whose  stars  were  billed  as  are 
our  present  day  prize-fighters. 

Overlooking  the  arena,  and  amply 
protected  by  a high  wall,  are  situated 
the  Imperial  box  and  loges  for  the 
Vestal  Virgins,  senators  and  nobility. 
The  common  people  were  accommo- 
dated on  tiers  of  seats  in  wedge-shaped 
sections,  called  "cunei",  which  rise  to 
the  top  of  the  amphitheatre.

Titus  celebrated  his  completion  of  the 
amphitheatre  with  a series  of  magnifi- 
cent games  lasting  for  100  days,  during 
which  lime  9,000  wild  beasts  were 
slaughtered,  in  addition  to  gladiatorial 
combats  and  naval  engagements. 
Ancient  authorities  claim  that  many 
women  took  part  in  this  carnage. 

The  emperor  also  issued  a special 
sestertius  to  commemorate  this  event 
(Fig.  2).  The  reverse,  here  illustrated, 
probably  depicts  the  scene  at  the  occa- 
sion of  the  opening. 

Although  erected  on  the  grounds  of 
the  "Golden  House"  of  Nero;  it  is 
highly  unlikely  that  any  portion  of  the 
famous  palace  Is  shown  on  this  coin. 
The  object  to  the  right  is  the  "Meta 
Sudans",  a magnificent  marble  fountain; 


on  the  left  is  a portico,  possibly  leading 
to  the  palace  of  Titus  on  the  Esguiline. 

Many  restorations  of  the  Colosseum 
were  undertaken  in  ancient  times; 
notably  by  the  emperors  Alexander 
Severus  and  Gordian  III,  who  struck 
medallions  to  commemorate  their 
benefactions. 

The  triumph  of  Christianity  doomed 
the  Colosseum,  which  was  allowed  to 
decay  during  the  Dark  Ages;  finally  be- 
coming, first,  a fortress,  and  later,  a 
guarry  for  ihe  warring  Italian  nobility 
of  the  Middle  Ages  and  Renaissance. 

Despite  all  this  abuse,  the  Colosseum 
still  presents  a very  imposing  appear- 
ance, and  with  modern  preservative 
methods  should  endure  to  amaze  future 
generations  at  the  engineering  skill  of 
the  ancients.

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Reverse  Types  of  Alexandrian  Coinage 


Introductory 

THE  reverse  types  of  the  Roman  Col- 
* onial  Coinage  of  the  City  of  Alex- 
andria in  Egypt  covers  a vast  variety  of 
subjects.  There  are  portraits  and 
representations  of  the  emperors  and 
their  kin.  The  coinage  supplies,  in  a 
single  series,  a substantial  pictorial  index 
of  the  major  deities  of  the  Greek, 
Egyptian,  Graeco-Egyptian,  and  Roman 
deities,  including  their  attributes  and 
exploits.  There  are  types  depicting  the 
personifications  of  abstract  qualities 
revered  by  the  ancients  in  the  form  of 
minor  gods,  such  as  Harmony,  Equity, 
Piety,  etc.  There  are  the  signs  of  the 
Zodiac;  inanimate  objects  such  as  build- 
ings, temples,  and  ships;  and  zoological 
types,  showing  a large  variety  of 
animals. 

For  a short  historical  sketch  of  the 
coinage  of  the  City  of  Alexandria,  we 
refer  our  readers  to  an  article  by  Mr. 
Harry  J.  Stein  in  the  April,  1936  issue 
of  the  "Coin  Collector's  Journal". 

The  series  which  extends  from 
Augustus  to  Domitian  Domitianus  (A.D. 
296)  includes  the  portraits  of  persons 
whose  likenesses  do  not  appear  on 
coins  of  the  mint  of  Rome.  Some  por- 
traits extremely  rare  and  expensive  in 
the  Roman  issues  are  available  to  the 
collector  of  moderate  means  in  the 
Alexandrian  series.  The  wide  variety  of 
types  and  the  availability  of  coins  at 
moderate  prices,  bearing  portraits  both 
common  and  rare  in  the  Roman  series, 
have  contributed  to  the  increasing 
popularity  and  demand  for  the  Roman 
colonial  coins  struck  in  Alexandria,  the 
queen  city  of  the  Nile.

| I NDER  the  heading  of  personal  types 
^ are  included  those  reverses  having 
reference  to  the  Roman  emperor  or 
members  of  his  family. 


Tiberius  and  Augustus 

In  the  reign  of  Augustus,  to  whom  the 
undisputed  rule  of  Egypt  fell  in  B.C.  30, 
and  under  whom  the  Alexandrian  series 
of  coins  had  its  inception,  the  only  per- 
sonal type  of  reverse  is  that  of  his 
grandson,  Gaius  Caesar,  who  with 
Augustus'  other  grandson,  Lucius,  were 
his  heirs  apparent.  Both  young  men 
met  untimely  deaths  under  circum- 
stances strongly  suggestive  of  murder 
at  the  hands  of  Li  via , the  emperor's 
wife,  who  wished  to  secure  the  succes- 
sion for  Tiberius,  her  own  son  by  a previ- 
ous marriage. 

Despite  the  intrigue,  if  such  there 
was,  Tiberius  succeeded  to  the  emper- 
orship in  A.D.  14  when  Augustus  died. 
In  the  reign  of  Tiberius,  the  only  per- 
sonal type  of  reverse  bears  the  portrait 
of  Augustus  wearing  a spiked  crown 
with  the  inscription  OEOX  XEBAXTOX. 
The  word  XEBAXTOX  is  the  Greek 
rendition  of  the  name  Augustus.  The 
word  GEOI  refers  to  his  divine  quality, 
for  Augustus  was  deified  by  the  Roman 
Senate  after  his  death.

The  initial  coinage  in  1875  seems  to  have  filled  all  needs  until  1885  when  20  and 
100  Bolivares  pieces  were  coined  for  several  years.  I have  only  seen  the  100  Boli- 
vares dated  1886  to  1889,  while  I have  seen  varying  dates  of  the  20  Bolivares  be 
tween  1885  and  1912.  Specimens  of  the  50  Bolivares  are  known  dated  1888  but  the 
5 and  25  Bolivares  seem  to  have  been  struck  only  in  1875.  The  10  Bolivares  was  not 
struck  until  recent  years,  the  only  date  I have  seen  being  1930.
